I was really more chagrined than 
astonished to realize that so little 
had beer done when there were so 
many things that might have been 
done long before. It had been ap-' 
parsnt to everybody for months that 
we were likely to be forced into the 
war and a state of war hed actually |

existed for several weeks, yet scarce- 
ly a start had been made to prepare | 
for it. The war department seemed | 
to be suffering from a kind of iner- : 
tia for which it was probably not al- | 
together responsible. | 

The general staff was established 
just after the Spanish-American war, 
when Mr. Elihu Root was secretary 
of war, and upon his recommenda- 
tion. One of the purposes for which! 
it was organized was to make studies 
of possible theaters of operations 
and to work out plans of action. | 
Specifically, this duty fell to the gen-| 
eral staff at Washington, which was. 
charged with making plans for the 
organization, supply, mobilization 
and transportation of the necessary 
forces to meet all possible contin-| 
gencies. 

But until'a few weeks before the | 
declaration of war neither the gen- 
eral staff nor the war college had re- 
ceived any hint or direction to be, 
ready with recommendations, except, 
as indicated above. The general staff, 
had apparently done little more. 
even atter war was declared, than to 
consider the immediate question of! 
organizing and sending abroad one 
combat division and 50,000 special 
troops requested by the Allies. 

In view of the serious possibility 
of war that had confronted the na- 
tion since the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania, there was not the slightest 
reason why well-nigh complete 
plans should not have been prepared 
without waiting for direct instruc- 
tions from the administration. To 
find such a lack of foresight on the 
part of the general staff was not 
calculated to inspire confidence in 
its ability to do its part in the emer- 
gency that confronted us. 

But the truth is that the general: 
staff at Washington had never been’ 
organized along modern lines, its 
membership had been recently re- 
duced by congress, and but few of 
its officers had the experience nec- 
essary fully to understand its fun- 
ctions. 

In this fact we no doubt find the 
basis of many of the difficulties that) 
arose later in connection with the! 
preparation of our army at home 
and its shipment and supply abroad.

The world has waited more than 
12 years for General Pershing’s 
story, and perhaps that is as well. 
rhe passions of 1917 and 1918 have 
~ oled, the war bitterness is past, 
and the years of our great military 
achievement may be viewed in calm 
~etrospect. The narration of pasi 
controversies necessary to this war 
review will doubtless arouse new 
ones or revive the old, for General 
Pershing minces no words over short- 
comings, either of our own or of our 
associates. This was toe be expected, 
and those who love controversies 
will net be disappointed. Our own 
lack of preparation. despite all 
Warnings, for the crucial test we 
could not escape: the consequent 
hurrying to the firing line of men 
almest untrained to meet the exigen- 
cies of battle: the aircraft that 
were constantiy promised but never 
arrived, not even when the szuns 
vere firing their last shots on Ar- 
mistice Day; the inconsiderable | 
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\rith the great need—all these things 
General Pershing sets forth, fact 
upon fact, duly documented. 

So also with perhaps a more se- 
rious aspect of the great struggle. 
The dire straits of the great allied 
powers: the national jealousies 
which nevertheless would not down:

aid of the newly arrived Americans, 
under any flag but their own: the 
intense distrust of the idea of an 
American army, with its own Jead- 
ers and its own methods of fighting;

Sum Needed To Prevent 
Suffering and Starva- 
tion, Says Payne. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—(4)— 
A drive to raise $10,000,000 for 
drouth sufferers was opened tonight 
by the Red Cross. 

The call was issued by John Bar- 
ton Payne, national chairman, who 
telegraphed 3,000 Red Cross chapters 
the amount of money they were to 
obtain. 

This was announced after house re- 
publican leaders had devised a plan 
intended to bring a showdown tomor- 
row on the senate’s $15.000,000 food 
provision for dronth relief. 

The leaders will move that the 
10use disagree to the senate proposal 
amd send it to conference with a view 
to its elimination. The administra- 
tion has frowned upon government 
appropriations for food loans. 

In his telegram to local chapters, 
Payne said a minimum of $10,000,- 
OOO was needed to “prevent untokl 
suffering and actual starvation by 
thousands of families.” 

His telegram follows: 

“Greatly increased demands during 
the last ten days have made impera- 
tive an immediate campaign for a Red 
Cross relief fund to meet the emer- 
gency situation through- parts of 21 
states in the drouth stricken area. 

“A minimum of $10,000,000 is need- 
ed to prevent untold suffering and ac- 
ee starvation by thousands of fami- 
ies, 

“Pollution of water supply caused 
by dying cattle has been added to win- 
ter hardships in some sections. 

“We are confident your people will 
not fail to meet their share of this 


“We must not fail.” 

Payne said the Red Cross had spent 
or authorized cash grants totaling $1,- 
254,000. He added $510,000 had been 
spent in cash by chapters in Arkan- 
sas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama, West Virginia. Virginia,

The writ was asked by O. P. Car- 
lisle and J. W. Pittman, styled as 
property owners and taxpayers of Tal- 
lapoosa county. and I. J. Dorsey, of 
Lee county, on allegations that the 
highway commission did not act legal- 
ly when it advertised for bids on the 
work. 

Judge Leon McCord, who heard the 
petition, granted the writ which will 
prevent the highway board from let- 
ting the contracts which have been 
advertised for January 14 and 1). | 

The funds for the projects were 
made available through the recent an-|

CARTERSVILLE, Ga., Jan. 12.—¢Pittman charged the grand jurors as 


(Special.)—Judge Claude C. Pittman 
in his charge to the grand jury sum- 
moned for the January term of Bar- 
tow stperior court, charged that body 
to investigate the recent lynching of 
Will Clark, who was put to 
death here last October. 

“It is my duty,” said Judge Pitt- 
man, “to ask that you investigate the 
recent lynching in our town and make 
a report of your findings touching 
the same. It is not within my prov- 
ince to direct the kind or character 
of investigation you shall make. All 
I am duty-bound to say and require 
is investigate, find and report in ac- 
cordance with the oaths you have taken. 
I am sure you will do this without 
other suggestions on the part of the 
court and I am sure nobody will criti- 
«‘ + you for performing a sworn duty.” 

After quoting a supreme court justice 
who was noted in his day for up- 
holding the majesty of the law, Judge 


follows: é 

“A government by law, courts, wit- | 
nesses, jurors and officers is a gov-| 
ernment by the people, ordained and, 
guaranteed by the supreme law of 
the land, the federal constitution, and 
it is the government for which our 
fathers and soldiers have freely died.

‘The method of raising our armies 
by conscription was based on studies 
inade by the war college under instruc- 
tions from General Scott. President 
Wilson recommended the plan to con- 
gress April 7, 1917, but the draft act 
was not passed until May 18, 42 days 
after the declaration of war. 

The question had been discussed in 
the press for some months, with the 
result that the value of compulsory 
system was advocated by .the major- 
ity of the leading news -and in 
doing so they renderec distinguished’ 
service to the nations by creating fa- 
vorable public opinion to sustain the 
president and congress in the enact- 
ment of this important law. 

Opposes Volunteer System. 

The draft act ~ontained a provision 
authorizing the president to raise not 
to exceed four infantry divisions by 
voluntary enlistment. When Secre- 
tary Baker asked my view whether 
action should be taken under this pro- 
vision I expressed myself against the 
piinciple excep* as to special or tech- 
nical troops. While volunteer fight- 
ing units would naturally com- 


posed of a fine body of men who 
would give a good account of them- 
selves, there was no reason to suppose 
that they would be any better than 
men selected under the draft, similar- 
ly offered by their quota of regular 
army men. 

Moreover, the volunteers, as they 
had done in the past, would regard 
themselves as belonging to a special 
class and would expect priority both 
as to supplies and assignments. Any 
difference in the status of the various 
units such as would thus exist between 
out-and-out volunteers and those who 
should come in’ through the draft 
would arouse jealousies almost certain 
to be subversive of discipline. 

When one recalled the evils of the 
volunteer system in the Civil War, 
with the appointment of politicians to 
high comn.and, the conferring of med- 
als of honor upon whole regiments 
for a few days’ extra service, and then 
later on, in the Spanish-American 
War, the insistent demands by the 
volunteers, politically and otherwise, 
that they should have preferential 
consideration, it was not difficult to 
forsee what would have happened in 
the World War, probably on a much 
larger scale. 

The appeal of Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt at this time for permission 
to raise a valunteer division aroused 
popular sentiment throughout the 
country in his favor, but approval 
would have opened the door for many 
other applications and_ the gen 
would have interf red materially wit 
the orderly and business-like applica- 
tion of the draft law.

Seeking to combat overemphasis of 
sport, Oglethorpe University is to 
drop intergollegiate basketball for this 
year and in its place substitute a wide 
program of intramural sports as a 
four months’ experiment. 

In making the announcement Mon- 
day, Dr. Thornwell Jacobs, university 
president, said the faculty had voted 
scholastic credit to those participat- 
ing in intramural sports and that 
the varsity coaches would superin- 
tend the program. 

“We hope that every student will 
take part in this program,” Dr. Ja- 
cobs said. 
the remainder of this school year and 
_will be continued if it proves success- 
ful.” 

The intramural council will agree 
on the amount of participation neces- 
sary to the earning of an athletic 
(intramural) letter and those com- 
pleting this will be given one scholas- 
tic credit equivalent to that awarded 
for any academic work. No student, 
however, may earn more than one 
credit each year, nor more than four 
during the college career. 


Intercollegiate basketball may be re- 
sumed next year, Dr. Jacobs said. 
All games scheduled for this year have 
been cancelled. The university will 
be represented in intercollegiate base- 
ball and football. 

Each class, fraternity, dormitory 
and organization may enter teams in 
the competition. Championship ban- 
ners and other such awards will be 
made. The program includes several 
forms of competition for both the men 
and women students. 

Basketball, boxing, wrestling, swim- 
ming, track, baseball, fencing and foot- 
ball are among those planned. 
Coaches Frank Anderson, Harry Rob- 
inson and Jack Overton will be in 
charge.
